But, oh, how we did 
wonder how it was with our 
dear brethren and sisters and our 
friends who resided there ! How 
eagerly we looked and waited 
for tbe Evangelist to bring us 
the news in that line ! And, I 
might add, how disappointed and 
sorrowful we felt when the first 
number after the borror left us 
in almost total darkness. Now, 
since the dense cloud is lifted, we 
feel profoundly glad and grateful 
that nearly all escaped with 
their lives.

I hope that my silence interfered 
with do one's happiness or peace, 
and now, as I resume ray pen 
ministration, I hope that all will 
be Pacific. 


Yea, Elder II. K. Holainger 
thinks he may have to go east- 
ward soon. We should be sorry 
to lose him and bis laborers in 
the ministry on the Pacific; but 
if he must go either to the middle 
Occident or the orient, we hope 
that his mission and labors may 
all be for good — for the peace, 
harmony and prosperity of the 
cause which we all love. It 
would add greatly to our snecese 
on the coast, if he could remain 
with us longer, but in this, as in 
everything else, we will say to 
the Heavenly Father, 'Thy will 
be done on earth as it is done in 
heaven.' 

Brother Mason gave us a good 
lesson on 'Sabbath or Sunday.' I 
was surprised, a little, to hear that 
any of our members should so 
misunderstand and misinterpret 
our Creed. But whilst Sabbath 
means rest, and not seventh, it 
might be well for us to consider 
why God. in his wisdom, set 
apart certain days to be observed 
as sabbath days, or days ol rest. 
On this subject of Sabbath Days 
I may be allowed to refer to and 
quote from my book, "Passover 
and Lord's Supper,' page 86. 

'The seventh day of lite week was a ttabbath 
— a day of rest, and the seventh yiwrwwt* 
Kabhath— a year of reel. Bee Ida there they 
had other rent tiny*— holy convocations— altto 
oslk-d Sabbaths. The tenth day ofthe seventh 
month, irrespective ot the day of the week 
on which Lt felt, was "a H&bbnth of rent." 
Lev, xvt. II; urn. 2U— SB. So was nl«n the 
flmi day of the seventh month, Lev. xxui. 34. 
Tb c first and laa I day sot .the f cut of taber- 
nacles were holy convocations, and were call- 
ed Httl.liatlm. Lev. uiii, ait — ». As their Jioly 
convocations were Babbathe. indni the first 
«nd lui days of las i least of ualoa Timed 
bread— tbe fifteenth and twenty-Ant days of 
the mouth A bib— were holy convocations, In 
which they were to do no manner of servile 
work, these days were also tinhlmthe. Lev. 
xxm.6,lu. Kroma careful examination of 
III In passime of Scripture. It nlso appears very 
clear thai, cotinllhK from the sixteenth day 
of the mouth, the morrow after the nf teenlh 
liny cjubbnlh. every seventh day, for seven 
congee at] ve weeks, was a Huh bath. How 
absurd, then, It la to say, as we have heard 
from the pulpit, that no day except the 
seventh day of the week, was ever called 

nstitiitii • 

I have neither time nor space 
now to consider why these differ- 
ent times were Sabbath, or rests ; 
but I may state that tbey were 
all either commemorative of a 
past rest, symbolical of a present 
and continuous rest, or typical 
of a rest to come. The seventh 
day Subjjtiih was all of these. 

1. The Sabbath commemorated 
the rest of the Creator, 'For in 
pix days the Lord made heaven 
and earth, the sea, and all that in 
them is, and rested tbe seventh 
day ; wherefore the Lord blessed 
the Sabbath day, and bellowed 
it.' Ex. 20:11. See also Gen. 
2:2,8; Ex. 31:17; Ileh. 4:4. 

2. The Lord sanctified, or set 
apart as holy, the seventh day 
from among tbe days ot tbe 
week, to symbolize tbe fact that 
Lit id had chosen, sanctified, or set 
apart as holy, this people from 
among tbe nations of the earth. 
Ex. 81 ! 18, 'Verily, my Sabbaths 
ye h)i all keep ; tor it is a sign be- 
tween me and yon in your gener- 
ations, that ye may know that I 
am the Lord that doth sanctify 
yon.' See also Ezek. 20:12, 
'Moreover also I gave them my 
Sabbaths, to be a sign between 
me and them, that they might 
know tbajt I am the Lord that 
sanctify them.' 

8. Asa type the Sabbath point- 
ed forward to the rest of Cbritt 
which be enjoyed in tbe tomb. 
On the year of the crucifixion, tbe 


fifteenth day sabbath fell on the 
seventh day sabbath. It was, 
therefore 'a high day.' John 
19 : 81. The Lord rested on the 
Lord's Sabbath ; and on that day 
all the faithful among the Lord's 
people rested from their labors 
and cares, to signify this rest of 
the Lord, This was I he toui- 
plete fulfilment of tbe seventh 
day Sabbath, mid here its use 
and obligation ceased. 

On tbe first day ot the week 
Christ arose from the dead and 
appeared to hie disciples; aud on 
the next first day of the week he 
appeared to them again. We 
have no evidence ot bis being 
with them on the seventh d»y, 
11 had risen above tbe seventh 
day Sabbath end w^s enjoying 
what it typified; bat be had 
inaugurated anew work on tbe 
first day ot the week, aud this 
was the Lord's day to meet with 
and to blesa bis disciples. This, 
then is the Lord's day ; not a 
Sabbath day, or day of rest, but 
a day of Christian activity and 
work. This day is observed iu 
memory ol the resurrection of 
Christ, tbe crowning work of our 
redemption ; end it ie kept to 
memorialize Christ's meeting 
with his disciples, and iu the high- 
er, spiritual sense, to enjoy his 
special presence and blessing. 
This day — tbe Lord's day — shouid 
be improved in doing the Lord's 
will, carrying on the Lord's work, 
and to do this we must cease 
from our own temporal duties. 
This day is not called a Sabbath, 
however, because it neither me- 
morializes nor typifies rest, II 
we need a day of rest, it might be 
better tor us to continue to rest 
on the seventh day ; but when the 
first tiny ot the werk arrives, we 
should work with a will and all 
our energy in doing the Lord's 
work, lt iB right to trausuct bu- 
siness on this day, but for .ihe 
Lord, as the apostle says: 'Now 
concerning the collection for the 
saints, as I have given order to 
the churches of'Galstiu, even so 
do y*. Upon tbe first day o f the 
week let every one of you lay by 
him iu store, as Cod hath pros- 
pered him, that there be no gath- 
erings when I come.' 1 Cor. 
16 : 1, 2. 

In the Bible the first day ot 
tbe week is nowhere called a 
Sabbath, except when some ofthe 
special Sabbaths tell on that 
day : but on this day 'the disciples 
came together to break bread,' 
and to labor together for the 
progress of holiness among them- 
selves, and for tbe advancement 
of tbe cause of Christ. Chapter 
xiv,, in the 'Teaching of the 
Twelve Apostles,' Bays : 

'But on the Lord's day do ye assemble and 
break bread, and give thanks, after confess- 
ing your trauaareaeLons, la order that your 
sacrifice may be pure. Bat every one that 
hath controversy Willi his friend, let him not 
come together with you, until they be recon- 
ciled, that your sacrifice may not be pro- 
faned. For tail Is that which woa spoken by 
the Lord I At every place and lima, bring 
me a pure sacrifice ; for a great king am I, 
salth the Lortl, and my name la marvellous 
among the nations,' 

By getting to* much ot the 
idea of ft Sabbath, or rest, into 
the Lord's day, we are too apt to 
Bleep late in the morning, and to 
be doll, stupid, lazy, all the day. 
We should remember that THE 
PIK8T DAT OF THE WEEK 
18 THE LOKD'S DAY, and we 


should so use all the other days 
of the week, in work or rest, that 
we can do a full day's work for 
the Lord on his day. 

A brother once talked to me 
about gathering sugar water on 
Snnday. lie said, 'The Lord 
gives the water on -Sunday, and 
as that is nit wrong, I think it is 
not wrong to take care ot it on 
Sunday.' I «nid, 'That does seem 
plausible; but, as Sunday is the 
Lord's day, sod as yon are the 
Lord's servant, how would it do 
tor you, on this day, to take care 
of the Lord's sugar wnter for 
him?' lie thought that was pre 
stinting ihu Sunday sugar ques 
tion in a new light, I have nev- 
er learned whether he concluded 
to let the Lord take care ot his 
own sugar water, or whether 
he still continued to put his 
Lord's sugar into his own bar- 
rel. I am not advising to make 
sugar on the Lord's day for the 
Lord ; but I do think it would he 
better to do an than to let the 
water run to waste and to spend 
tbe day in sleep or idleness, or in 
service of the devil. Wasting 
the Lord's day in net, in neglect- 
ing the Lord's work, is equivalent 
to wasting the Lord's money, and 
we must give an account ot our 
conduct on that day as well as 
any other day. 

I know men who will not go 
to church on the Lord's day 
because they say they are too 
tired to walk, and the team ie 
too tired to be used. Yes, the 
t I'a m 'w n be used six days iu 
their own work, but not one iu 
the Lord's service. W hy not you 
and your team rest on one ol the 
other six days to that, neither 
will be ton tried to serve the Lord 
on his day. It we must have a 
day of rest, why not rest on the 
dsy ou which tbe Lord rested, 
so that we can arise on the day 
on which the Lord arose uud 
devote this day to bis work aud 
fellowship? As he arose early, 
let ua arise early ; us he met with 
them at different times and places, 
wherever he could accomplish the 
most good, let us do the same, and 
as he met with them in evening, 
let ub also improve the evening, 
aud thus put in a long, busy, 
unci ul day on the Lord's day. 
Here tbe subject must be dropped 
for the present, but it is hoped 
that there will be farther investi- 
gation mill improvement of it. 

ANOTUER CtlimCU WEEKLY. 

As this question is now open, 
I will try to have my Pacifies say, 
'Who wants another church 
weekly t I do not, and I know 
of no one who does. 1 have 
heard a desire expressed to have 
a better paper, it it is possible 
to have it ;*and some Bay it is 
possible. They say there are two 
ways open, in either of which it 
might be done. One way, and 
tbe moat desirable, is, to reform, 
or improve the Evangelist. The 
other way 'ii, to publish an- 
other church weekly, and a bet- 
ter one. 

To all tbe foregoing no one 
could reasonably object. The 
publishers of the Evangklist ad- 
mit that it might be improved, 
which is equivalent i to saying 
that we might have a better 
paper. They are as anxious u 


any perron or party can be to 
have their paper mad.' letter. I 
know this, because they have a 
twofold interest iu its success. I 
know that they would like to 
have it belter, because tbey labor 
hard to improve it, and because 
they continually call on ua to 
help them in this important 
work. They even propose to 
sell, either to the church, or to 
any person or party who can do 
better. They are no anxious. 
that thoy an willing to sell at a 
sacrifice. Who could do better 
or do ra.ire if 

Tlie questioti here arises, 
what is necessary in order to im- 
prove i ho Evangelist? Thete 
m "glit be better paper, but, 
probably, the quality ot paper is 
an good as tins patronage will 
justify, without loss to the firm. 
To remedy this defect, wo must 
either enlarge the tmbscription 
list, enhance the subscription 
price, or open our purees and 
hearts and send in our donations. 
Which will we do? The first 
would he preferable tor two rea- 
sons : First, we want the paper 
as cheap' as possible, and second, 
the wider the circulation the 
more good should be accomplish- 
ed. 

There might be an improve- 
ment in the make u;i of the pa- 
per. Yes, there might, and, no 
doubt, as time advances there 
will be. Have you and I sent 
up any reasonable suggestions 
with relerence to this mutter. If 
we find fault aud otter no advice, 
or eveu complaint, who is to be 
blamed ? Would it not bo better 
to offer our objections and sug- 
gestions than to try to remedy 
the defect by publishing a new 
churdi weekly '! Uut us Jur as 
my knowledge extern] h, only » 
comparatively lew have utiy ob- 
jection to the turni and make up 
of tbe Evangelist. 

Tho content* might be im- 
proved. Probably ; yes, no 
doulit, the contents) might bo im- 
proved.' Hut to whom will we 
look lor this improvement 'I The 
editor does the best he can do 
with bis multifarious duties. I 
olten wonder how and when he 
finds time to do all that he is 
obliged to do. It is us much as 
one man should be required to 
do to edit a paper — a paper that 
ileitis with truth and eternal life. 
To improve the paper in this 
respect, the list or price should 
be bo increased thst Ihe pub- 
lishers cun n fiord either to em- 
ploy an editor, or to employ the 
needful help, so that, our present 
editor can be relieved trom his 
other work.. 

Another way to improve the 
contents is tor those who write 
for the paper to be more careful. 
I sat in an editor's chair long 
enough to know that there is a 
great deal ot careless writing 
done for tbe press. If it should 
appear 'just as it is sent in, 
verbatim t.t literatim, we would be 
surprised, if not horrified. Of 
course there are many who do 
the beet they can, and they are 
entitled to our sympathy and 
our help ; but there are others 
who are able, or ought to be, to 
do a great deal better than they
